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To  the  Chairman  and  Members:  of  the  Barry  Urban 
and  Port  Sanitary  Authority. 

Gentlemen, — 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  Report 
for  the  Year  1904,  made  in  accordance  with  the  Local 
Government  Board’s  Order  of  March,  1891,  which 
specifies  the  information  to  lie  contained  in  the  Annual 
Reports  of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health. 

The  Report  shall  contain  information  relating  to 
the  following  subjects  ; — 

(1)  Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of  the 
Histrict. 
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(2)  House  Accommodation,  especially  for  theWorking 
Classes  : its  adequacy  and  fitness  for  habitation  ; 
sufficiency  of  open  space  about  houses,  and 
cleanliness  of  surroundings  ; Supervision  over 
erection  of  new  houses. 


(8)  Sewerage  and  Drainage  : its  sufficiency  in  all 
parts  of  the  District,  Condition  of  scAvcrs  and 
house  drains.  Method  or  methods  of  disposal 
of  sewage.  Localities  where  improvements  are 
needed. 

(4)  Excrement  Disposal  : system  in  vogue  ; defects, 
if  anv. 


(5)  Removal  and  Disposal  of  House  Refuse — whether 

by  ])ublic  scavenger  or  occiq^iers  : frecpiency  and 
method. 

(6)  Water  Supply  of  the  District  : sufficiency,  whole- 

someness, and  freedom  from  risks  of  Pollution. 


(7)  Places  over  which  the  Council  have  supervision, 
e.r/.,  lodging-houses,  slaughter-houses,  dairies, 
eowsheds,  and  milkshops,  bakehouses,  factories 
and  workshops,  and  offensive  trades. 
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(S)  Nuisances  : proceedings  for  their  aijatement — any 
remaining  unabated. 

(9)  Methods  of  dealing  with  Infectious  Disease  : 
notification  ; Isolation  Hospital  accommodation 
and  its  sutficiency  ; disinfection. 


With  regard  to  such  points,  it  should  be  remem- 
bered that  these  reports  are  for  the  information  of  the 
Local  Government  Board  and  the  County  Council,  as 
well  as  of  the  Council  of  the  District,  and  that  a state- 
ment of  the  local  circumstances  and  a history  of  local 
sanitary  questions  which  may  seem  superfluous  for  the 
jatter,  may  often  be  needed  l)y  the  former  bodies. 


Section  ] 32  of  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act, 
1901,  which  came  into  force  on  January  1st,  1902, 
recpiires  that — 

“ The  Medical  Otticer  of  Health  of  every  District 
Council  shall,  in  his  annual  report  to  them, 
.specifically  report  on  the  administration  of  this 
.\ct  in  workshops  and  workplaces,  and  he  shall 
send  a copy  of  his  annual  report,  or  so  much 
of  it  as  deals  with  this  subject,  to  the  Secretary 
of  State. 
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Tlie  duties  of  District  Councils  in  regard  to  work- 
sliops  and  work})laces  are  fully  set  forth  in  a Memoran- 
dum issued  by  the  Home  Office,  of  which  a copy  was 
sent  l)y  that  ])epartment  on  December  20th,  1901,  to 
every  Medical  Officer  of  Health  through  the  Clerk  to 
tlie  District  Council.  In  respect  of  those  duties  the  chief 
points  to  be  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
may  be  thus  classified  : — 

'(1)  Sanitary  condition  of  workshops  and  workplaces 
including — 

(a)  Cleanliness. 

(h)  Air  Space. 

( (')  Ventilation. 

(d)  Drainage  of  lloors  on  which  wet  processes 
are  carried  on. 

( e)  Provision  of  suitable  and  sufficient  sanitary 
conveniences. 

(2)  Special  sanitary  regulations  for  Bakehouses. 

(3)  Home  work.  Under  this  heading  comes  the 
prevention  of  home  work  being  carried  on  in 
dwellings  which  are  injurious  or  dangerous  to 
the  health  of  the  workers  through  overcrowding, 
want  of  ventilation  or  other  sanitary  defect,  or 
in  dwellings  in  which  dangerous  infectious  disease 
exists, 
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(4)  The  keeping  of  the  lists  of  outworkers  in  certain 
branches  of  industiy,  which  are  to  be  furnished 
by  employers  ; and  the  transmission  of  the  name 
and  place  of  employment  of  any  such  out-worker, 
who  does  not  reside  in  the  district  to  the  Council 
of  the  District  in  which  he  works. 

(o)  The  keeping  of  a register  of  workshops. 

Physical  Features  of  the  District. 

The  site  upon  which  the  town  is  built  gradually  ' 
rises  from  the  sea  level,  to  an  elevation  of  about  300 
feet.  The  district  is  of  a hilly  character. 

The  nature  of  the  soil — except  in  the  eastern  por- 
tion of  the  district,  where  marl  and  mountain  limestone 
are  found — consists  entirely  of  Lias  limestone  covered 
with  a thin  layer  of  clay. 


House  Accommodation. 

The  houses  generally  are  in  every  way  suited  for 
the  working  classes,  each  house  having  separate  drains, 
open  yards,  with  good  lanes  at  rear,  and  in  most  in- 
stances with  separate  inlet  and  outlet  ventilation. 
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The  construction  of  tlie  houses  is  under  tlic  super- 
vision of  the  Surveyor. 

The  size  of  tlie  liouses  in  tlic  district  varies  from 
six  to  ten  rooms,  and  the  rents  range  from  4s  to  10s 
per  week. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

The  Sewerage  and  Drainage  of  tlie  district  is  pro- 
vided by  the  construction  of  egg-shaped  lirick  sewers 
and  iron  and  stone  ware  pipe  sewers,  together  with  all 
necessary  manholes  and  lampholes,  at  changes  of  direc- 
tion and  gradients,  which  serve  as  ventilators. 

There  are  also  a consideralile  number  of  0-inch 
pipe  ventilators  provided  throughout  the  district.  The 
condition  of  sewers  and  house  drains  is  good  ; having- 
good  gradients  they  are  practically  self-cleansing,  but 
where  necessary  automatic  flush  tanks  are  provided. 
The  whole  of  the  sewage  is  discharged  into  the  sea, 
below  low  water  mark. 

Removal  and  Disposal  of  House  Refuse 

The  eollection  of  the  town  refuse  is  done  daily  by 
public  scavenger,  and  is  conveyed  to  the  Destructor  in 
properly-constructed  scavenger  carts  and  wagons,  where 
it  is  at  once  destroyefl, 
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The  Destructor  was  erected  in  1900  and  opened  in 
February,  1901.  The  eells  are  capable  of  destroying  30 
tons  of  refuse  per  day  of  24-  hours.  At  the  present  time 
al)ont  lo  tons  are  destroyed  daily.  The  whole  of  tlie 
buildings  and  grounds  are  lit  by  electric  light. 

During  the  time  the  Destructor  has  been  in  use  no 
complaint  has  been  received  from  the  residents  or  from 
a large  public  school,  both  of  which  are  in  the  vicinity. 

The  number  of  tons  destroyed  during  the  past  year 
was  4,004,  lOcwts. 


Water  Supply. 

The  water  supplied  within  the  Urban  District  of 
Barry  is  derived  from  Wells  sunk  and  ITeadings  driven 
in  the  carboniferous  limestone  formation  on  land  in  the 
possession  of  the  Urban  District  Council  within  the 
Parish  of  St  Andrew’s  Major. 

It  is  hard  water,  the  total  hardness  varying  from 
3o  to  40  points  per  100,000,  of  which  11  to  lb  points 
p(n'  100,000  are  permanent. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  population  of  the  town  according  to  the  Census 
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Returns  of  April,  1901,  was  27,030,  and  the  estimated 
population  at  the  middle  of  the  year  1904  was  29,728, 
being  an  increase  of  2,098  since  April,  1901. 

The  average  number  of  occupants  per  house,  accor- 
ding to  the  Census  Iveturns  of  April,  1901,  was  5‘78 ; 
the  .‘ivcrage  numl)cr  in  the  Returns  foi*  1904  was

During  the  year  1004,  34*2  deaths  were  registered 
in  the  district.  Of  these  109  were  males  and  173 
females.  The  Death-rate  was  equal  to  11 -.5  per  1,000 
of  the  population,  as  compared  with  11-8  in  1903.

During  the  Quarter  one  case  of  Small-Pox  was 
reported,  the  person  being  a woman.

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Precautions  taken  in  Oases  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

Wlien  a case  of  Infectious  Disease  is  reported 
to  me,  your  Sanitary  Inspector  immediately  visits  the 
house,  and  supplies  the  patient  with  the  necessary 
disinfectants,  examines  the  sanitary  conveniences  and 
general  surroundings  of  the  house,  and,  whei*e  found 
necessary,  test  the  drains. 

During  the  illness  of  the  patient  the  Inspector 
visits  the  house  frequently  to  see  that  proper  isolation 
and  all  precautions  are  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
tlie  disease. 

At  the  termination  of  the  illness  the  house, 
I)edding,  clothing,  &c.,  are  thoroughly  disinfected  with 
sid})hur  or  formalin. 

In  every  case  notices  are  sent  to  the  Council 
Schools,  Sunday  Schools,  and  the  Public  Library. 
During  the  past  year  no  less  than  1,229  notices  were 
sent  in  connection  with  Infectious  Diseases  to  the 
various  places  mentioned. 

Measles. 

Measles  was  prevalent  in  the  Town  generally, 
but  was  of  a mild  type,  and  no  deaths  occurred  during 
the  year. 
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Scarlet  Fever. 

One  liiiiulred  and  twenty  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
were  notified  during- the  year.  The  majority  occurred 
in  the  (^adoxton,  Court,  High-street,  and  Park  Wards. 
The  disease  was  of  a mild  type,  and  one  death  only 
occurred  from  the  malady. 

The  fatal  case  was  a child  under  2 years  of  age. 

Diphtheria. 

The  total  number  of  cases  notified  for  the  year 
was  62,  showing  an  increase  of  26  as  compared  with 
the  previous  year.  The  disease  in  many  cases  was  very 
mild  in  character.  In  several  instances  two  or  three 
persons  in  the  same  house  were  affected,  and  in  the 
course  of  three  or  four  days  the  complaint  had  entirely

disappeared. 

Amongst  the  houses  in  which  Diphtheria 
occurred,  only  in  two  or  three  instances  was  any 
insanitary  condition  found  either  from  foul  accLiniulation 
or  defective  drains. 

The  area  principally  affected  was  in  the  Park 
and  High-street  Wards. 

Where  any  suspicion  existed  with  regard  to  the 
drains  they  were  at  once  tested.

In  no  case  could  the  disease  be  traced  to  the 
milk  supply. 

Only  one  death  occurred  out  of  the  whole  of 

the  cases. 


Typhoid  Fever. 

Out  of  the  10  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  notified 
two  were  imported,  one  being  an  Engineer  and  the 
other  a Visitor.  The  remaining  eight  were  infected 
locally.  The  majority  of  the  cases  were  mild  in 
character,  and  no  deaths  resulted  from  the  Disease. 

Whooping  Cough. 

Whooping  Cough,  like  Measles,  is  regarded  by 
many  Parents  as  an  inevitable  Disease  amongst  young 
children,  and  little  precaution  is  taken.  The  children 
are  allowed  to  intermix  with  each  other,  and  no  pre- 
cautions are  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  Disease 
In  this  manner  the  malady  is  frequently  spread  through- 
out a whole  district. 

Very  little  whooping  cough  was  prevalent  until 
the  last  three  months  of  the  year,  when  it  showed  an  in- 
crease. The  disease  was  not  of  a very  severe  nature, 
and  only  four  deaths  resulted  from  it. 


Diarrhoea. 


Tlirougliout  the  year  very  little  Diarrhoea 
existed.  Only  h deaths  occurred  from  it,  3 being  under 
one  year,  and  2 under  live  years. 

Ih’obably  the  cause  of  its  absence  was  the  cool 
suimner  months  we  experienced  last  year. 

No  doul)t  in  some  cases  improper  feeding  and 
dirty  feeding  Ijottles  are  tire  causes  of  the  disease. 

Puerperal  Fever. 

The  Town  has  been  remarkably  free  for  several 
years’  past  from  Ihierjreral  Fever,  only  two  cases  having 
occurred  this  year,  and  one  the  previous  years,  no 
deaths  having  resulted  for  several  years. 

No  doubt  the  passing  of  the  Midwives’  Act 
will  tend  greatly  to  lessen  this  disease,  and  to  create  a 
superior  class  of  midwife,  who  will  eventually  do  away 
Avith  the  Gamp  type. 


Phthisis. 


Thirty-three  deaths  resulted  from  Phthisis, 
being  an  increase  of  1 compared  with  the  previous  year, 
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2:3  being  females  and  10  males,  the  ages  ranging  fi’oin 
15  to  35  years.  The  average  number  of  deaths  for  tlie 
past  10  years  is  26.

Public  Schools  and  Infectious  Diseases. 

There  can  be  but  little  doubt  that  in  many  in- 
stances schools  are  chiefly  responsible  for  the  spread 
of  Infections  Diseases,  particularly  Scarlet  Fever, 
Measles,  Whooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria.  It  is, 
therefore,  the  duty  of  the  Sanitary  Authority,  which  is 
now  the  Education  Committee,  to  see  that  the  whole  of 
their  Schools  are  in  a thoroughly  sanitary  condition. 
The  essential  points  to  be  attended  to  in  the  classrooms 
are  ventilation,  lighting,  heating,  and  the  prevention  of 
overcrowding,  whilst  outside  a properly  paved  and 
drained  playground  (part  to  be  covered  as  a shelter), 
frequent  flushing,  urinals  and  lattrincs  to  be  cleansed 
daily,  disinfectants  to  be  freely  used. 


Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  are  generally 
prevalent  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  and  children 
commencing  school  before  the  age  of  five  years  are  more 
likely  to  contract  these  diseases. 
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The  (juestion  is  whether  cliildreii  slioiild  l)e 
sent  to  sehool  before  they  are  five  years  old,  eoiisidering 
their  great  susceptibility  to  contract  infectious  disease 
and  the  great  fatality  of  disease  among  children  under 
five  vears  of  age. 

Medical  opinion  in  this  Country  is  strong 
against  early  school  attendance. 

Dr.  Williams,  County  Medical  Officer,  in  his 
.Vnnual  Deport,  has  commented  fully  upon  the  duties  of 
the  Education  Authority  in  connection  with  the  sanitary 
and  medical  control  of  Schools,  and  it  is  well  worthy  the 
consideration  of  the  Education  Committee. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  I made  a special 
Deport  on  the  method  of  ventilation  which  your  Edu- 
cation Committee  had  printed  and  circulated  in  the 
various  classrooms  of  the  Council  Schools. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  Schools. 

During  the  year  your  Inspector  has  visited  and 
examined  the  various  sanitary  conveniences  at  the  whole 
of  the  Schools  and  found  several  defects,  which  were 
reported  to  your  Committee,  and  afterwards  remedied. 
I deemed  it  necessary  to  have  the  Cadoxton  School  dis- 
infected with  Formalin  on  account  of  an  outbreak  of 
infectious  disease. 
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Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  is  situated  off 
the  Colcot  road,  about  one-and-a-half  miles  from  the 
centre  of  the  town.  It  is  built  of  red  Cattybrook  bricks, 
and  consists  of  four  separate  blocks  : — 

Administrative  block,  three  storeys  in  height, 
with  the  following  accommodation  (Iround  floor  : 
matron’s  room.  Medical  Officer’s  room,  drug  room, 
kitchen,  and  pantry  ; First  floor  : 4 bedrooms,  dressing 
room,  bath  room  ; Second  floor  ; 3 bedrooms. 

Observation  block  : — Two  wards  for  males  and 
females,  with  Nurses’  observation  room. 

Large  Ward  block : — Male  ward  (6  beds), 
female  ward  (6  beds),  entrance  hall,  and  nurses’  duty 
room. 


Laundry  block  : — wash-house,  laundry  (with 
drying  closets) ; disinfecting  rooms  adjoining,  with  Dr. 
Tlircsh’s  steam  disinfector  ; ambulance  shed  and  store 
room,  and  a small  detached  mortuary. 

The  Wards  are  heated  by  a patent  Manchester 
grate,  supplying  hot  air  to  the  Wards,  and  the  ventil- 
ation is  Messrs.  Boyle’s  .system.

At  the  present  time  I am  compelled  to  use 
the  Hospital  for  small-pox  cases  only.  I am  pleased  to 
state  that  the  Council  is  again  taking  into  consideration 
the  advisability  of  erecting  a separate  small-pox  hospital 
on  land  purchased  about  a mile  from  the  present  site, 
situated  on  the  Wavcock  road. 


Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops’  Orders,  1885-1889. 

The  number  registered  in  the  district  is  86. 

Three  new  applications  for  registration  were 
made  during  the  year,  and  in  each  case  the  premises 
were  inspected  and  the  occupiers  required  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  the  above  Acts,  and  with  regula- 
tions made  under  these  Orders. 

Bakehouses. 

The  Bakehouses  in  the  district,  36  in  number, 
have  been  carefully  inspected  during  the  year  under  the 
Factory  and  Workshops’  Act. 

The  majority  were  found  to  be  in  a good  sani- 
tary condition  ; six  were  found  to  require  limewashing. 
Notices  were  given,  and  at  once  complied  with.  In  all 
cases  the  cleansing  and  whitewashing  has  been  regularly 
performed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act, 
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No  underground  Bakehouses  exist  in  the  town, 
and,  with  the  exception  of  two  or  three,  all  arc  of 
modern  construction,  with  the  required  cubic  capacity, 
good  light  and  ventilation. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

The  number  of  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the 
district  is  five.  These  are  regulated  by  the  provisions 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875.  Section  77  requires  all 
Common  Lodging  Houses  to  be  registered,  and  Section 
80  empowers  the  Sanitary  Authority  to  make  Bye-laws. 

In  the  year  1889,  your  Authority  adopted  such 
Bye-laws  : — 

(i)  For  fixing  from  time  to  time  varying  the  number  of  lodgers 
who  may  be  received  into  a common  lodging-house,  and 
for  the  separation  of  sexes  therein. 


(2)  For  promoting  cleanliness  and  ventilation  to  such  houses. 

(3)  For  the  giving  of  notices  and  the  taking  precautions  in  the 

case  of  an  infectious  disease,  and 

(/^)  Generally  for  the  well  ordering'of  such  houses. 

Further  provisions  were  obtained  in  1890  by  the 
passing  of  the  Barry  L^rban  District  Council  Act. 
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(r)  Regulation  as  to  Common  Lodging  House  Keepers. 

(2)  Power  to  Refuse  Registration  of  Common  Lodging  House 

Keepers, 

(3)  Cancellation  of  Registration  of  Common  Lodging  House 

Keepers,  and 

(4)  Notice  to  Common  Lodging  House  Keepers. 

During  the  year  the  Conunon  Lodging  Houses  were 
frequently  inspected  by  day  and  night,  and  all  the  above 
provisions  were  strictly  carried  out. 

Mortuary. 

The  rublic  Mortuarv,  situated  at  the  rear  of 
Court-road,  has  been  of  great  convenience  during  the 
year.  A large  number  of  Ijodies  have  been  taken  there 
to  await  inquests  or  burials. 


Food  Supply  and  Public  Abbatoir 

The  Public  Abbatoir  is  situated  off  Court-road. 
It  has  been  visited  daily,  and  found  to  be  kept  clean, 
and  in  compliance  with  the  Bye-laws. 
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The  following  Table  has  been  furnished  by  Mr. 
Curtis,  Manager,  showing  the  number  of  animals  killed 
for  the  past  twelve  years.  In  no  instance  was  any  of 
the  animals  found  to  be  diseased  or  unfit  for  human 
consumption  : —

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PRECAUTIONS  TO  BE  OBSERVED  IN  CASES  OF 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


The  eorpresaion  “ Infec.tmis  means  any  one  of  the 

Jollowing  Diseases  : — Small  Pox,  Scarlet  Fever, 
Typhoid  Fever,  Typltns  Fever,  and  Diphtheria. 


1.  — Where  Scarlet  Fever,  Diplitheria,  or  Small-pox 

exists  in  a house,  no  child  should  attend  school 
from  the  house  for  a jDeriod  of  at  least  six 
weeks  after  the  occurrence  of  the  last  case. 

2.  — The  patient  should  l)e  isolated  by  being  placed,  if 

possible,  in  a well-ventilated  room  at  the  top 
of  the  house,  all  carpets,  curtains,  and  un- 
necessary furniture,  should  be  removed  from 
the  room. 

8. — A sheet  should  be  hung  up  outside  the  door  of 
the  sick  room,  and  kept  wet  with  a solution  of 
carbolic  acid,  |^-pint  to  a gallon  of  water,  or 
with  some  other  recognised  disinfectant. 
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4.  — All  bed  and  body  linen,  as  soon  as  removed  from 

the  sick  person,  and  before  being  taken  from 
the  sick  room,  should  be  first  put  into  a solu- 
tion of  carbolic  acid  of  the  above  named 
strength,  or  into  some  other  disinfectant, 
remaining  there  for  an  hour,  and  afterwards 
boiled  in  water. 

5.  — All  discharges  from  the  patient,  especially  if 

the  disease  be  Small  Pox,  Scarlet  Fever,  or 
Typhoid  Fever,  should  be  received  into 
vessels  containing  some  suitable  disinfectant, 
and  should  be  removed  from  the  sick  room 
and  disposed  of  without  delay. 

6.  — If  the  disease  is  Small-pox.,  any  unvaccinated 

infant  in  the  house  should  at  once  be 
vaccinated,  and  all  adults  or  young  persons 
over  twelve  years  of  age  should  be  re- 
vaceinated. 

7.  — The  patient  cannot  be  pronounced  absolutely 

free  from  conveying  infection  until  all  peeling 
has  entirely  ceased  in  Scarlet  Fever,  and 
until  the  crusts  and  scales  have  been  removed 
in  Small-pox,  and  the  whole  of  the  l)ody  has 
been  well  bathed.  In  all  cases  of  infectious 
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disease  the  patient  should  have  one  or 
more  warm  ])atlis  Ijefore  putting  on  clean 
clothes. 

8.  — The  sick  room  should  not  he  visited  by  any  but 

those  in  attendance  on  the  patient,  as  the 
clothing  of  visitors  is  very  liable  to  convey 
infection. 

9.  — In  case  of  death  the  body  should  be  completely 

enveloped  in  a sheet  stet'ped  in  a strong 

solution  of  carbolic  acid  ( I pint  to  a gallon 

of  water)  placed  in  a coffin  with  a pound  or 

two  of  carlmlic  acid  powder  sprinkled  over 

it,  fastened  down,  and  buried  without  delay. 

« 

10.  — On  the  termination  of  the  case,  the  sick  room, 

the  clothing,  and  everything  with  which  the 
patient  has  come  in  contact,  must  be  thor- 
oughly disinfected,  notice  should  be  sent  to 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  will  send 
an  Inspector,  or  superintend  the  process  of 
disinfection. 

11.  — Infected  clothing,  bedding,  and  other  articles 

must  be  given  to  the  Inspector,  who  will  cause 
them  to  be  removed  to  the  public  disinfecting 
apparatus,  where  they  will  be  disinfeeted  free 
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of  charge,  after  which  they  should  be  tlior- 
oughly  washed  at  home.  Infected  clothing 
should  not  on  any  account  or  under  any 
pretence  whatever  be  sent  to  the  laundress, 
and  if  clothes  are  received  to  wash  they 
should  not  be  received  until  the  house  is  pro- 
nounced free  from  infection. 

12. — Books  obtained  from  the  Free  Library  should 
be  returned  to  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  at 
the  Council  Offices,  Holton,  Barry, 

Your  attention  is  particularly  directed  to  the  fol- 
lowing provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  and  of  the 
Infectious  Disease  (Prevention)  Act,  so  far  as  they 
relate  to  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  infectious 
diseases  ; — 


Any  person  who  ; — 

(1)  While  suffering  from  any  dangerous  in- 
fectious disease  wilfully  exposes  himself 
without  proper  precaution  against  spread- 
ing the  said  disorder  in  any  street,  public 
place,  or  vehicle,  or  enters  any  public 
conveyance  without  previously  notifying 
to  the  driver  that  he  is  so  suffering. 
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(•2)  Being  in  charge  of  any  person  so  suffae- 
ing,  so  exposes  such  sufferer,  or 

(3)  Gives,  lends,  sells,  or  transmits,  or  ex- 
poses without  previous  disinfection  any 
bedding,  clothing,  rags,  or  other  things 
which  have  been  exposed  to  infection,  shall 
be  liable  to  a penalty  not  exceeding  Five 
Pounds. 

Every  person  who  shall  cease  to  occupy  any  house, 
room,  or  part  of  a house,  in  which  any  person  has 
within  six  weeks  previously,  l)een  suffering  from  any  in- 
fectious disease  without  having  such  house,  room,  or 
part  of  a house,  and  all  articles  therein  liable  to  retain 
infection  disinfected  to  the  satisfaction  of  a registered 
medical  practitioner,  as  testified  by  a certificate  signed 
by  him,  or  without  first  giving  to  the  owner  of  such 
house,  room,  or  part  of  a house,  notice  of  the  previous 
existence  of  such  a disease,  and  every  person  ceasing  to 
occupy  any  house,  room,  or  part  of  a house,  and  who,  on 
being  questioned  by  the  owner  thereof,  or  by  any  person 
negotiating  for  the  hire  of  such  house,  room,  or  part  of 
a house,  as  to  the  fact  of  their  having  within  six  weeks 
previously  been  therein  any  person  suffering  from  any 
infectious  disease,  knowdngly  makes  a false  answer  to 
such  question,  shall  be  liable  to  a penalty  not  exceeding 
Ten  Pounds. 
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Any  person  who  shall  knowingly  cast,  or  cause,  or 
permit  to  be  cast  into  any  ash-pit,  ash-tub,  or  other 
receptacle  for  the  deposit  of  refuse,  any  infectious 
rubbish  without  previous  disinfection,  shall  be  guilty  of 
an  offence  under  this  Act. 

Any  Local  Authority  or  the  Medical  Officer  of  any 
Local  Authority  generally  empowered  by  the  Authority 
in  that  behalf  may,  by  notice  in  writing,  require  the 
owner  of  any  bedding,  clothing,  or  other  articles  which 
have  been  exposed  to  the  infection  of  any  infectious 
disease,  to  cause  the  same  to  be  delivered  over  to  an 
Officer  of  the  Local  Authority  for  removal  for  the 
purpose  of  disinfection,  and  any  person  who  fails  to 
comply  with  such  a requirement,  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  Ten  Pounds.

Gentlemen,. — 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  December,  1904  : — 

Systematic  House  to  House  Inspection. 

Daring  the  year  1,240  houses  were  examined,  and 
a large  number  of  nuisances  and  defects  were  found  and 
remedied.  The  nuisances  chiefly  discovered  were  : 
Closet  and  surface  drains  choked,  accumulations  of 
offensive  filth  in  yards,  fowls  and  other  animals  kept  in 
a most  insanitary  condition,  defective  paving  in  yards 
and  sculleries,  and  dirty  houses.  Forty-two  notices  were 
served  upon  occupiers  to  limewash  and  cleanse  their 
houses.  Five  hundred  and  seventy-five  notices  were 
served  for  nuisances,  as  against  631  for  the  previous 
year.  Only  in  one  instance  was  it  necessary  to  take 
legal  proceedings. 
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I am  pleased  to  state  that  very  little  difficulty  was 
experienced  either  with  the  owner  or  tenant  in  getting 
the  necessary  work  done. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Two  hundred  and  nineteen  cases  were  visited  and 
supplied  with  disinfectants.  Seven  hundred  and  twenty 
visits  were  made  during  the  illness. 

Disinfection. 

One  hundred  and  eighty-four  houses  were  dis- 
infected after  infectious  diseases,  and  1,140  articles  of 
bedding  and  clothing. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

They  were  visited  frequently,  and  found  to  be 

kept  in  a satishictory  condition.  During  the  past 

14  years  not  a single  case  of  Infectious  Disease  has 

occurred  in  anv  of  these  houses.

Milks  ellers. 

Fifty-three  registered  milksellers  and  27  cow- 
keepers  are  within  the  Urban  District.  The  Avhole  of 
the  premises  were  visited.  Two  were  fined  for  adul- 
teration of  milk,  and  11  Notices  were  served  for  dirty 
cowsheds. 
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Workshops  and  Factories. 

The  above  have  been  frequently  visited  and  found 
satisfixctoiy. 

Butchers,  &c. 

The  42  Butchers’  Shops  have  l:)een  frequently 
visited  and  found  clean.  In  no  instance  was  meat 
found  which  was  unfit  for  food. 


Fish  and  Vegetables. 

The  various  Fish  and  Vegetable  shops  have  been 
regularly  inspected.  Ten  foul  accnmnlations  were  found, 
and  at  once  removed.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to 
condemn  any  fish  or  vegetables  in  any  of  the  shops,  but 
^-cwt.  of  Bananas  were  seized  on  a hawker’s  cart  at 
Barrv  Island.  The  vendor  was  fined  £1  and  costs. 

Tents  and  Vans. 

Considerable  trouble  was  experienced  with  the 
travelling  Gipsies.  No  sooner  were  they  removed 
from  one  part  of  the  town,  than  they  settled  in  another. 
Legal  proceedings  were  taken  in  three  cases  against  the 
owners  of  Vans  for  having  no  sanitary  arrangements.

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FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901. 


The  provisions  of  this  Act,  so  hir  as  they  apply  to 
the  Registration  and  Inspection  of  Factories  and  Work- 
shops in  the  district,  have  been  carried  out.  The 
number  of  Factories  and  Workshops  on  Register  at  the 
end  of  1904  was  74.  They  include  laundries,  bake- 
houses, dressmakers’  and  tailors’  workrooms,  and  other 
business  premises  registered  under  the  Act.  During 
the  year  305  visits  have  been  paid  to  the  various 
premises.  Eighteen  written  notices  were  served,  17  of 
which  were  for  the  cleansing  and  limewashing  of  bake- 
houses and  laundries,  and  one  notice  for  defective  ven- 
tilation and  warming  in  a workroom.  Of  these  IS 
notices,  three  were  served  on  communications  received 
from  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories.  The  whole  of  the 
requirements  stated  in  the  notices  were  readily  com- 
plied with. 

The  periodical  inspection  of  Factories  and  Work- 
shops in  the  district  result  in  their  being  kept  clean  and 
not  over-crowded,  and  the  sanitary  conveniences  kept 
in  proper  repair  and  free  from  nuisances.  H.M.  In- 
spector of  Factories,  when  visiting  the  district,  has 
expressed  his  satisfaction  as  to  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  work  premises  registered  and  inspected  under 
the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act. 
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Home  Work. 

Under  Section  107  Factory  and  Workshops  Act, 
1001,  the  owners  and  occupiers  of  workshops  must 
twice  a year  send  in  names  and  addresses  to  the  Sani- 
tary Authority  of  home  workers  employed  by  them. 
In  this  district  there  are  only  five  such  home  workers, 
and  the  names  and  addresses  have  been  received  in 
accordance  with  the  Act.  The  homes  of  these  workers 
are  known  to  be  kept  clean  and  not  over-crowded,  and 
no  infectious  disease  has  occurred  during  the  year 
where  home  work  is  carried  on. 

Shop  Hours  Act. 

These  Acts  prescribe  the  number  of  hours  assistants 
are  allowed  to  be  employed  in  shops,  including  Res- 
taurants and  all  retail  businesses.  A printed  extract  of 
the  Acts  must  be  placed  in  a conspicuous  place  in  all 
shops  where  assistants  are  employed.  The  County 
Police,  as  well  as  the  Sanitary  Officers  of  the  Local 
Authority,  visit  all  business  houses  in  the  district  to 
which  the  Shop  Hours  Acts  apply,  and  as  a result  of 
these  inspections  the  provisions  of  the  Act  are  complied 
with.

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual 
Bepoi't  for  the  Year  1904. 

The  Port  Sanitary  District  of  Barry  was  constituted 
in  the  year  1893. 

The  Boundaries  of  the  District  are  divided  as 
follow  : 

A straight  line  drawn  due  South  from  the  seaward 
extremity  of  the  eommon  boundary  of  the 
Parishes  of  Sully  and  Lavernock,  and  to  the 
boundary  of  said  Port,  a straight  line  drawn  due 
South  from  the  seaward  extremity  of  the  common 


bouiidciry  of  the  Parishes  of  St.  Athan’s  and 
Llantwit  Major  to  the  boundary  of  the  said  port, 
and  a line  coincident  with  that  part  of  the  boun- 
dary of  the  said  Port  which  lies  between  the 
points  at  which  the  straight  lines  hereinbefore 
mentioned  meet  such  boundary  ; together  with  the 
waters  of  the  said  Port  of  Cardiff  within  such 
limits,  and  the  place  or  places  for  the  time  being 
appointed  as  the  Customs  Boarding  Station  or 
Stations  for  part  of  the  said  Port,  and  every  other 
place  for  the  time  being  appointed  for  the  mooring 
or  anchoring  of  ships  for  such  part  of  the  said 
l^ort,  under  any  regulations  for  the  prevention  of 
the  spread  of  diseases  issued  under  the  authority 
of  the  Statutes  in  that  behalf,  and  the  docks, 
basins,  harbours,  creeks,  rivers,  channels,  roads, 
bays,  and  streams  belonging  to  such  part  of  the 
said  Port. 

The  regulations  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
prescribe  with  regard  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

“ That  he  shall  prepare  an  annual  report,  to  be  made 
“ to  the  end  of  December  in  each  year,  comprising 
“ tabular  statements  (as  far  as  he  shall  have  been 
“ able  to  obtain  the  necessary  information)  of  the 
“ sickness  and  mortality  of  persons  on  ship-board 
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within  the  district,  classified  according  to 
“ diseases,  ages,  and  A^essels,  and  a snnimary  of 
“the  action  taken  during  tlie  year  for  preventing 
“ the  spread  of  disease.  The  report  shall  also 
“ contain  an  account  of  the  proceedings  in  which 
“ he  has  taken  part  or  advised  under  the  Public 
“ Health  Act,  1875,  so  far  as  such  proceedings 
“ relate  to  conditions  dangerous  or  injurious  to 
“ health,  and  also  an  account  of  the  supervision 
“ exercised  by  him,  or  on  his  advice,  for  sanitary 
“purposes  over  places  and  vessels  that  the  Port 
“ Sanitary  Authority  has  power  to  regulate,  with 
“ nature  and  results  of  any  proceedings  which 
“ may  have  been  so  required  and  taken  in  respect 
“ of  the  same  during  the  year.” 

This  report  is,  therefore,  made  in  accoadance  with 
the  above  regulations. 

The  iioating  population  of  the  District  is  approxi- 
mately 1,200  person.

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Infectious  Diseases  on  Board  Ships 


The  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  the  Master  or 
other  person  in  charge  of  any  Ship,  Vessel,  or  Boat  is 
bound,  under  a penalty  of  40  Shillings,  as  soon  as  he  is 
aware  of  the  existence  of  any  of  the  following  Diseases 
on  board,  viz.  : 

Cholera. 

Yellow  Fever. 

Plague. 

Small  Pox. 

Diphtheria. 

Membranous  Croup. 

Erysipelas. 

Scarletina,  or  Scarlet  Fever. 

Typhus  Fever. 

Typhoid  or  Enteric  Fever. 

Kelapsing  Fever. 

Continued  Fever. 

Puerperal  Fever. 


to  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
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The  Public  Health  Act  (Section  110). 

The  Public  Health  Act  (Section  110),  requires  that 
every  Ship  (except  those  belonging  to  Home  or  Foreign 
Governments),  shall  be  treated  as  a House,  but  this 
condition  is  somewhat  difficult  to  deal  with  practically, 
as  a Ship  is  so  different  in  shape,  in  the  material  used  in 
construction,  and  the  size  of  spaces  set  aside  for  sailors 
to  live  in.  The  Regulations  of  the  Merchant  Shipping 
Act,  which  apply  to  various  matters  of  construction, 
measurement,  registration,  &c.,  also  have  to  be  observed, 
and  the  various  conditions  to  which  Ships  are  exposed 
must  be  taken  into  account. 

During  the  year  13  Vessels  entered  the  port  from 
infected  or  suspected  ports,  and  were  dealt  with  in 
accordance  with  the  Local  Government  Board’s  Regula- 
tions of  November,  1896.  The  number  of  persons  ex- 
amined by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  241,  and 
the  names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  leaving  the  ships 
were  taken  and  forwarded  to  places  of  destination.

In  complying  with  the  requirements  relating  to 
sanitary  conditions,  all  ships  are  inspected  on  arriving 
at  Customs  Boarding  Station,  in  order  to  ascertain  the 
existing  conditions  as  to  cleanliness,  offensive  deposits, 
ethuvium  affecting  crew  spaces  from  holds,  peaks, 
lockers,  closets,  bilges,  &c.,  the  keeping  of  living  spaces 
in  a diy  and  healthy  condition  as  far  as  possible,  and  to 
see  that  all  means  of  drainage,  pipes,  scuppers,  joorts, 
&c.,  are  kept  in  proper  order. 

Also  to  ensure  that  good  drinking  water  is  pro- 
vided, and  that  the  storage  vessels  are  in  wholesome 
condition,  to  prevent  dilapidations,  defects,  or  other 
insanitary  conditions  affecting  the  health  of  the  occu- 
piers of  such  living  spaces. 

Inspection  of  Shipping. 

During  the  year,  2,906  vessels  were  inspected  ; 
2,408  were  found  in  a fair  or  good  condition  ; and  408 
in  a more  or  less  defective  or  insanitary  state.

The  systematic  inspection  of  shipping  was  elliciently 
performed  by  Chief  Inspector  W.  J.  Hopkins,  and  l)y 
Assistant  Inspectors  J.  Davies  and  T.  Finley. 

The  annexed  table  will  afford  evidence  of  asefnl 
work  performed  by  the  Officers  of  the  Port  vSanitary 
Authority,  and  will  show  that  the  inspection  of  shipping 
in  the  port  has  resulted  in  a great  improvement  in  the 
sanitary  condition  of  the  floating  population. 

As  a rule,  very  little  difficulty  was  experienced  in 
obtaining  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Inspector.

One  of  the  chief  sources  of  complaint  was  insanitary 
forecastles,  arising  from  want  of  systematic  cleaning  and 
painting,  and  431  (an  increase  of  231  on  last  year)  had 
to  be  dealt  with.  Much  of  this,  no  doubt,  was  due  to 
the  weather  experienced,  but  it  is  frequently  noticed 
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that  there  is  an  increasing  disposition  amongst  many  of 
the  mixed  crews  that  now  man  so  many  British  vessels, 
not  to  do  more  than  the  most  superficial  work  as  regards 
cleaning  or  painting  their  berths,  and  I am  often  informed 
by  the  ships’  officers  that  it  is  frequently  a difficult 
matter  to  get  anything  done  without  dispute.  Much 
work  devolves  upon  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  when  the 
ships  arrive  in  port  in  order  to  get  the  berths  in  habitable 
condition  for  the  next  crew. 

Where  vessels  have  lower  forecastles — and  we  de- 
plore the  fact  that  there  are  still  many  vessels  with  such 
— efficient  ventilation,  adequate  lighting,  and  thorough 
drainage  is  required.  Special  attention  is  paid  to  vessels 
of  this  class  by  the  Port  Inspectors,  and  when  defects  are 
found  the  Master  is  served  with  written  or  verbal 
notices,  as  the  case  may  demand,  to  remedy  the 
defects. 

I may  sfiy,  however,  that  the  lower  forecastles  are 
giving  place  to  a more  suitable  and  comfortable  arrange- 
ment on  the  main  deck,  and  even  the  latter  could  be,  and 
is,  improved  upon.  In  some  large  vessels,  lavatories 
and  baths  have  l^een  provided. 

A large  numlier  of  foreign  vessels  are  generally 
found  with  wretcherl  accommodation  for  their  seamen, 
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the  crew  spaces  being  in  a dilapidated  condition,  with- 
out ventilation,  and  very  poor  liglit.  This  description  is 
confirmed  by  the  hyge  nund)er  of  foreign  seamen  who, 
dissatisfied  with  such  conditions,  jjrefer  to  sail  under 
the  British  fiag,  on  account  of  the  superior  accommoda- 
tion, food,  &c. 

There  is,  of  course,  a numl)cr  of  steam  vessels  and 
small  sailing  vessels  tliat  rccpiire  close  supervision  on 
account  of  the  crew’s  accommodation.  Discomforts 
from  leakage  through  the  upper  deck,  sweating  from 
tlie  iron  a])ove  tlie  bertlis,  store  lockers  containing 
paints  or  other  objectionable  matter,  water  closets  ad- 
joining forecastles,  with  the  ettluvia  passing  into  the 
space  through  the  seams  of  the  bulkhead  or  und(3rneath 
through  the  combings.  This  describes  a few  of  the  de- 
fects our  seamen  have  to  contend  with.  Vessels  of 
modern  type  are  fitted  with  due  rc'gard  to  the  health  and 
eomfort  of  the  crew.  In  coasting  steamers,  the  crews 
of  such  usually  remain  in  the  ships  for  long  periods,  but 
this  is  not  so  with  vessels  trading  foreign.  Changes  of 
crew  are  very  frequent  in  this  class,  crews  leaving  the 
ship  at  the  termination  of  the  voyage.  In  some  in' 
stances,  the  forecastles  have  been  found  in  a deplorable 
condition,  and  certainly  not  creditable  to  the  men  lately 
berthed  therein  : Food  scattered  about  the  floors,  slops 
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thrown  under  the  l)unk.s,  stoves  broken,  and  all  manner 
of  litter  lying  about.

Importation  of  Frozen  Meat. 

From  the  following  Table  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
Frozen  Meat  Trade  is  on  the  increase  at  this  port,  and 
the  due  inspection  of  such  meat  form  an  important  part 
of  the  duty  of  the  Inspectors.  In  each  case  the  ship 
carrying  the  meat  was  inspected,  and  the  notice  of  the 
destination  of  the  cargo  forwarded  to  the  Inspectors  of 
Nui.sances  of  the  Urban  Sanitary  Authority,  who  visit 
the  refrigerators  and  provision  shops.  In  this  way 
the  meat  is  kept,  as  far  as  possible,  under  supervision 
until  the  time  of  sale.

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Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses 

for  the  Year  1904. 


The  liyc-laws  relating  to  Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses 
came  into  operation  on  the  1st  April,  1904. 

Whereas  by  the  48th  Section  of  the  Merchant 
Shipping  (Fishing  Boats)  Act,  1883,  it  is  enacted  that 
the  Sanitary  Authority  within  whose  district  any  sea- 
port town  is  situate  may,  with  the  sanction  of  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  from  time  to  time 
make,  revoke,  alter,  or  amend  Bye-laws  and  liegulations 
1‘elating  to  Seamen’s  I.odging  Houses  in  such  towns, 
which  shall  be  binding  upon  all  persons  and  bodies 
keeping  houses  in  which  seamen  are  lodged,  and  tiie 
owners  thereof,  and  the  persons  employed  therein. 
Such  Bye-laws  and  Begulations  shall,  amongst  other 
things,  provide  for  the  licensing  of  Seamen’s  Lodging 
blouses,  the  inspection  of  the  same,  the  publication  of 
the  fact  of  a house  being  licensed,  the  due  execution  of 
the  Bye-laws  and  Regulations,  and  the  non-obstruction 
of  persons  engaged  in  securing  such  execution,  the  pre- 
venting of  persons  not  didy  licensed  holding  themselves 
out  as  keeping,  or  purporting  to  keep,  licemsed  houses, 
and  the  exclusion  from  licensed  houses  of  persons  of 
improper  character,  and  sufficient  penalties  for  the 
breach  of  such  Bye-laws  and  Regulations,  not  exceeding 
in  any  case  the  sum  of  £30.  All  offences  under  such 
l^ye-laws  and  Rcgulatif)ns  shall  l)e  deemed  to  be  offences 
withm  the  Merchant  Shipping  Acts,  1854  to  1883,  and 
will  be  punished  accordingly. 
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Since  the  adoption  of  the  Bye-laws  and  Regula- 
tions d93  applications  have  made  to  the  Council  for 
licences  to  keep  Seamen’s  Lodging-houses,  of  which 
279  were  licensed,  Of  these  134  gave  up  keeping  Sea- 
men or  left  the  district,  and  42  were  revoked  for  breach 
of  Bye-laws,  leaving  at  the  end  of  the  year  103  licensed 
houses. 

During  the  year  the  licenced  houses  were  frequently 
visited  and  found  clean.
